Concessions to Laber in Russia. 


LONDON, April 24.—Although the Russian 
Government, for various reasons, chiefly be- 
cause of the peculiar social and economic con- 
dition of the country, took no part in 


the Labor Conference recently heid in Ber- 
lin, it is plain that some at least 
of the questions there discussed have 
found consideration in the councils of the 
Northern Empire. The action of the [mperial 
Council in passing a bill prohibiting the em- 
ployment in factories and workshops of child- 
ren under 12 years of age is a concession 
to popular demand and~the dictates 
of humanity that is most surpris- 
ing to thosé familiar with the Russian 
abhorrence of innovations, especially of a 
conciliatory character, or of anature calcu- 
lated to lighten the burdens of the people. If 
the bill was passed with a view of conferring 
ameasure of protection upon the youth 
of the lower classes, which the Coun- 
cil sincerely believea they stood in need 
of and were bound to as an act of 
justice, the imperial body has not gone far 
enough. If, onthe other hand, the Council 
intended by its actto appease the clamorous 

tatorand calm the prevailing revolution- 
ary spirit it has gone too far, for the loyalty of 
even a Russian is not be purchased at a 
ates soOinsultingly insignificant. But it may 

that the Czar is following cuutiously in the 
wake of his brother monarch of Germany in 
a@reorganization of the labor system of the 
country, and if this be the case, as it is hoped, 
other and more important changes 
will doubtiess be made in the 
near future. In any event the 
people of Russia may be thanxfui for the 
siight benefit conferred upon them by the 
official admission that there are among them 
persons of too tender age te be subjected to 
confinemént in close workshops andthe ex- 
actions of. brutal task-masters, a fact which 
statistics show has not hitherto been able to 
force itself upon the imperial mind.

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MANY LIVES IN JEOPARDY. 


The Great Flood at Point Coupee—A Steam- 
beat’s Mission. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 24.—A Special to 
the Daily States from Bayou Sara, says: 

On Board the Steamer Dacotah. 

The steamer has at last reached 
the real point of distress after a 
stormy passage up the river, and 
after many delays in furnishing assistance to 
the weak and breaking levees in West Baton 
Rouge reached the Bayou Sara landing yes- 
terday evening. She has made a trip to Pointe 
Coupee and hes come back to Bayou 
Sara. Her arrival was a god- 
send to the people whose lives 


are in danger, for she has not only already 
saved an incaiculable amount of property but 
a goodiy number of lives. The real 
condition of things in the ovenflowed 
district is just coming to _ light. No 
pen is equal to the task of 
picturing the devastation of the country or 
the desolation of the people. The entire 
front of Pointe Coupee is under water. Most 
of the levees have gone. Of course, the entire 
stretch of eighteen miles of frontage has 
not been swept away, but the crevasses are so 
numerousand areeating sorapidly that the 
Situation is about as bad aa it possibly could 
be. All that remains now are strips of 
levee here and there, showing above the 
flood. The water back of the levees is so deep 
now that hundreds of lives are in jeopardy, 
The small stretches of levee stil! standing are 
crowded with men, womenand children side 
by side with horses, mules and cows. At 
Col. Claiborne’s place, several miles above 
Bayou Sara, the water is waist deep. At the 
base of the levee in an old raised gin-house 
500 negroes were found buddied together, 
while nundreds of heads of stock were 
standing in water up to their breast. The 
condition ofthe unfortunate blacks was piti- 
able. The water was gradually rising, 
and their fear knew no bounds. They 
were afraid oftheir livers and were piteously 
begging to be taken to some place of safety, 
Tuesday night, while the Dacotah was 
tied up at Allendale, where several thous 
sand feet of . lumber and ‘ 
sacks were put off, the levee in front of John 
A. Lobdell’s place broke andinten minutes 
was sixty feet+«wide andten feetdeep. The 
planters were unable to do anything owing to 
the terrible rain prevailing at the 
time and looked helplessly upon tne water as 
itrushed through the break and inundated 
their magnificent plantations. This crevasse 
will overfiow thirty of the finest plantations 
on the river. It will reach the 
Teche country several days in advance ofthe 
Morganza water, and Col. Rivers says that 
when this water joins with the Morganzsa it will 
floodthe entire Atchafalaya and Teche coun- 
tries. The damage is incalculable. The dis- 
tress in the overflowed district cannot be told. 
The Texas & Pacific boat E. B. Wheelock suc- 
ceeded yesterday in saving 200 people from 
the back country around Morganza. 


Caused by Heavy Rains. 


Houston, Tex., April 24.—For three days 
continuous rains have fallen all over Texas. 
Riversand bayous are up and out of their 
banks. Bridges have been swept away and

the hotel in which about 100 guests were 
sleeping and caused a panic and stampede in 
night attire.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—Senator Tel- 
ler to-day introduced the following bil) asa 
substitute for the Jones silver bill now on the 
Senate calendar: 


That any person may deposit at any mint 
or assay office of the United States either gold 
or silver bullion or both in quantities not less 
than five ounces of gold or eighty 
ounces of silver, and demand and receive 
coin or coin certificates therefor at the rate of 
$1 in colin or certificates for 258-10 grains troy 
weight, of standard gold, and at the rate of 
$1 in certificates for 41242 grains of standard 
silyer. That the coin certificates provided 
for in this act shall be recetvable for all taxes 
and dues to the United States of every de- 
scription and shali be a lawful tender for the 
payment of all debts public and private. 

Sec. 2. Dhatitshall bethe duty of Secretary 
of the Treasury to cause a sufficient number 
of coin certificates of the various denomjna- 
tions hereby authorized to be prepared and 
distributed among the United States deposi- 
tories to enable therm to comply with the pro- 
visions of this act, and the sum of $50,000 Is 
hereby appropriated to enable him to pre- 
pare and distribute said certificates. 

Sec. 3—That this act shalltake effect thirty 
days after its passage, the $50,000 appropria- 
tion, however, to be immediately available.

THE CLAYTON MURDER. 


Gov. Eagle Said to Have Discovered the 
; Assassin. 


Fy Telegraph tothePost-Dispatch, 
ROCK, Ark., April 24.—Not until yes- 
terday was itknown that the Exeocattive De- 
partment of this State bad any direct informa- 
tion concerning the identity of J. Mi Clayton’s 
asssassin. Itwas made known through Mr. 
Breckenridge at Washington in an interview 
in which he asserts that the time has arrived 
‘when the Governor of Arkansas should 
remove the sealof secrecy from his opera- 
tions. Ithas been learned from a reliable 
source that Gov. Eagle has collected through 
a private detective agency evidence which it 
is claimed will eonvict the assassin, who 
is known. Gov. Eagle refuses to make any 
statement concerning the evidence he has 
secured, and no part of itt will 
be made public until 
is submitted to the 
investigating committee. Itis said that the 
proof will show'’the crime was commit- 
ted by a man who mistook John M. 
Clayton for ex-Gov. Powell Clayton, and 
believed he was avenging the death of 
a relative who was_killed while Powell Clay- 
ton was Governor. It is claimed that at a 
‘proper time a satisfactory explanation will be 
made why the assassin is not now in the hand 
ofthe law, the chief reason being that his 
identity has been known only a few days, and 
it has been necessary,to his conviction to se- 
cure other evidence of his guilt.

Frank Obear Claiming $10,000 Damages 
From W. Bacon for Failure te Lease 
Seventh and Olive Streets—Justice Smiles 
on the City—The Fergysen Case Con- 
tinued—Legal News and Notes.

The growing political importance of 
farmers’ organizations has stimulated 
demagogism in Congress to a high pitch 
of activity in the effort of politicians to 
gain their support by means of catch-vote 
legislative schemes. 

Senator VANCE has a bill to establish 
sub-treasuries all over the country and 
issue currency on deposits of agricultural 
products; Senator STANFORD has a bill to 
issue currency on farm mortgagés; Rep- 
resentative FEATHERSTONE has a bill for 
the loaning of money by the Government 
at alow rate of interest on agricultural 
lands. These are fair samples of the 
schemes invented to turn the Federal 
Treasury into a loan office through which 
people may change some sort of property 
into money.

The proceedings opened by a discussion of 
Dr. A. L. Monroe’s paper on ‘‘Nitric Acid; a 
Much-Neglected Remedy.’’ The debate was 
quite protracted and was taken part in by 
Drs. W. E. Green, A. ©. Jones, W. B, organ, 
J. T. Thateher, I. D, Foulon, W. B. Clark of 
Indianapolis, J. OC. Bennett of Kaifeas City 
and T. G. Roberts of Washington, Io. 

The President read a paper prepared by 
Dr. John ©. Morgan of Philadelphia, on 
‘*Some Special Uses of Aconite,’’ which was 
followed by a discussion on the different 
symptoms indicating sconite, argenicum and 
belladonna. Some members confessed to 
being frequently baffled by the two former, 
while others said that the symptoms in aconite 
and belladonna were most bewildering. 

Dr. George M. Ockford of Lexington, Ky., 
had promised to attend and reada paper on 
**Sanitary Lessons from La Grippe.’’ Being 
unable to get to St. Lowls, be had malied his 
paper, which was read by the President of the 
Sanitary Science Section. Dr. Oeckford traced 
the history of the ancient plagues and epi- 
demics,anad said that the fire of London in the 
seventeenth century dispelled the old illu- 
sion that the plague was unavoidable. That 
fire involved London in enormous pecuniary 
loss, but it proved a blessing by stamping 
out disease, and) upon the ruing 
it lett behind there was built 
up asanitary sy$tem which had since been 
improved until it was now the very finest in 
the world. Old world epidemics were 
largely the result of the accumulations of 
fiith forages. Similar conditions did not ex- 
ist in America, and hence such calamities as 
Asiatic cholera and yellow fever had only ex- 
isted in confined areas. 

EPIDEMICS OF INFLUENZA 
had visited the United States occasionally, 
but from the cause he had mentioned they 
had not produced very great fatal- 


ities and people had begun to. think 
that the country had a special exemption 
in regard to the scourge. Thisideaof secur- 
ity had, however, been rudely swe side by 
the recent epidemic, which had Deen ex- 
ceptionally fatal in its effects, considering the 
short timeit prevailed. The disease was at- 
tributed to atmospheric causes, but for all 
that it must be placed in the zymotic ciass. 

It originated in Russia, nominally in conse- 
quence ofasudden rise in temperature, but 
largely owing tothe lack of sanitary regula- 
tions, which, unfortunately, outside autbori- 
ties coulda not enforce. As it 
traversed Europe its effects were most 
severely felt in Paris, which city hud been 
crowded the year before without having the 
necessary sanitary accommodation for the 
thousands who sojournéed in the city. in 
London, op the other hand, where the sani- 
tary provisions were good, the epidemic was 
practically slight and the efiects not exces- 
sive. Thetwocities formed excslient types 
and the rule would apply all the world over. 
The greater the sanitary precautions the less 
had the grip taken hold, and this was the 
great lesson to be derived from the epidemic. 

Mrs. L. G. Gutherz, M. D., reada very in- 
teresting paper on 

**PHYSICAL CULTURE,’’ 

Stress was laid on the negiect of education 
In physical matters and some ofthe conse- 
quences were detailed. In times gone by, 
ignorance could be pleaded asan excuse for 
this neglect, butin the present enlightened 
age nosuch excuse could be allowed. Men 
frequently suffered from excesses in physical 
exercises, but womnen were generally too con- 
servative. Moderate exercise was needed, 
especially such as brought into play the great- 
est possible number of muscles in body and 
lim bs. 

Dr. J. C. Bennett of Kansas City opened the 
discussion on the paper. He said man’s ob- 
ject should be to so live that he did not real- 
ize having any organization atail. The work 
of the profession should be rather to help 
menand women to so live that they only re- 
quired food, air and exercise, instead of 
only devising means to give drugs to 
sick people to keep them alive. Busi- 
ness and exercise should be combined, 
Exercise, to be of value, must be 
muscular and meutal at the same time, and 
hence he objected to exercise which required 
a mentuai effort to force the muscles into play. 
The doctor concluded bis remarks with a vig- 
orous attack on women’s skirts and women’s 
dress generally. 

Dr. A. L. Monroe. in a humorous adcress, 
said he was not conservative generaliv, but he 
must say he didn’t like the idea ofthe new 
divided skirt. The time might come when 
men would be reconciled to women straddling 
horses and bicycles, but it would take three or 
four generations first. He could not bring 
himseif to believe that 

LADIES SHOULD WEAR PANTS; 
they weren’t built that way. |Much laughter]. 
They might look wellin pants ten generations 
to come, but they certainly didn’tnow. [Re- 
newed laughter. | . 

Dr. A.C. Williamson of Springfield spoke 
strongly of the value of physical culture, and 
gave some instances of the valu@ of inhaling 
in pneumonia and lung troubles. 

Dr. 8. B. Parsons said gymnastic exercises 
were not invariably beneficial. Work in 
gymnasiums was sometimes too excessive 
and did little beyond developing certain 
inusclies. Mountain climbing was,he believed, 
the best exercise. It not only strengthened 
the muscles but also acted as a distinct car- 
diac remedy. Gymnasiums were not always 
accessible, but a steep hill was always a good 
gymnasium. The doctor gave an interesting 
account ofa visit to Colorado and the effect 
on sulferers from climbing mountains there. 

Mrs. Sarah J. Millisop, M. D., of Bowling 
Green, Ky., read a paper entitled ‘‘How to 
Keep Young by Right Living.’’ The burden 
ofthe lady’s arguwent was that, with due 
regard to the laws of health, men might easil 
liveto be centenarians. It was the pbhysi- 
cian’s chief business 
sick, but patients 
it unkindly if 
prolong life to A 
There were many ways by which the span of 
life might be extended. A man Or woman 
never really grew old, no matter what his or 
her age, 80 long as the mind was kept actively 
employed. It wasthe worries of life and dis- 
sipation that wore people out, not legitimate 
work. Aman who kept his health good need 
not retire from active life at 50 or even 60, but, 
like Oliver Wendell Holmes, Gladstone and 
others, should do good work even after pass- 
ing the three-score-and-ten milestone. 

The stomach should never be overloaded, 
nor the spirits kept depressed. When Col, 
Perkins of Norwich, Conn., celebrated his 
100th birthday he was asked how he had re- 
tained his health and strength. He replied 
that he attributed it to 

CHEERFULNESS, INDUSTRY AND TEMPERANCE 
in eating und drinking. He never used intox- 
icating liquors and would not my wef phy- 
sicilan who was known to drink. @ alzo 
always had his bread made from ‘*unbolted’’ 
flour, and herein lay probably one great 
secret of his good health. The kernel of 
wheat was a marvelous provision of 
nature containing the very elements 
needed in the system and just in the propor- 
tion they are needed even tothe constituents 
of the teeth, nails and hair. This being eo, it 
was a refiection on our intelligence that this 
marvelous provision and aid to health should 
be given to hogs and horses, while the com- 
paresray worthless portion of the grain was 
retained for human food. 

Well-cooked cracked or rolled wheat, or a 
mush made from Grabam flour, eaten with 
cream, and bread and fruit, formed a perfect 
food and a palatable breakfast. On such fare 
hard work, both mental and physical, could 
be performed. Nowadays too much flesh 
meat, especially pork, was eaten, and 
people engaged in sedentary pursuits should 
never eat meat more than once a day. The 
Jews were @ wise people, and in one thing 
she (the reader) went with them religiously.

The 
extension of time granted the company ex- 


pires on that day and it will be required 
to pay a forfeit of $1,000 per dav if 
there is auy further delay. The 
company, its representatives say, 
will be ready, and that the evening of May 1 
will see everv one of the 1,582 arc lights in full 
operation. The inspection is going on ata 
satisfactory rate. and most of the circuits 
have, thus far, been found in good condition. 
The work, so far as the stringing of wires and 
placing of lamps are concerned, is com- 
pleted, but Supervisor Matiack will not 
recommend the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to give its approval tothe work until 
the specifications of the contract are carried 
Outin detail. When he findsalinein such 
shape as to be a menace to life or prop- 
erty he very properly orders it 
changed. He hasinsisted also on the 
company’s arranging its wires 
so as notto Interfere with the lines ofthe 
telephone and telegraph companies. The 
telephone service, electricians say, is bound 
to suffer when the currents are turned on, 
despite any and all precautions taken by the 
Electric Light Co. The high currents that 
will be distributed on the wires will 
cause disturbances with the smaller currents 
in the other lines that will injure the tele- 
phone service. The telephone company, ap- 
preciating this, now has a bill before the 
Assembly to place its wires underground. 

The Municipal company has been testing 
circuits nightly for the past 
two weeks and on Saturday evening 
next Suprintendent Ayer contemplates start- 
ing allthe dynamos in operation, which will 
have the effect oflighting ali of its lamps from 
Keokuk street to the northern limits and from 
Union avenue tothe river. This will be done 
if the examination of the wires shows tbat 
they are in a safe condition for the trial. 

Of the 1,582 lamps, all but 30 are strung over 
streets, the others having been placed in 
public ogiicings.

Great Reception—Sarasate and 
D’ Albert—Notes. 


That St, Louis is a music-loving city was 
proved in the most unmistakable manner by 
the audjence that assembied to greet Hans 
Von Bulow last night at Entertainment Hall. 
To say that the house was crowded but feebly 
expresses the real condition of matters. Not 
only was every seat taken and every availa- 
bie inch of standing room occupied but the 
stage wae packed from the rear wall 
to the extreme’ front, scarcely enough 
space being left for the pianist 
and his instrument, and hundreds 
were turned away from the doors. Every 
seat was sold long before the doors were 
opened, but in spite of the sign that standing 
room Only was Obtainable, the stairway lead- 
ing to the box-office was thronged to such an 
extent that the management was obliged 
to suspend the sale of admission tickets until 
those holding reserved-seat coupons had en- 
tered, inorderto avoid a dangerous crush. 
The reception accorded the great pianist was 
at once highly complimentary to him as an 
artist and creditable to St. Louis as a 
musical center. In spite of the 
dense throng and the uncomfortahly 
high temperature of the hall, the pianist held 
his audience from the beginning to the end of 
the performance, and every selection was 
greeted by thunders of applause. Von Bulow 
admirably sustained his reputation as one of 
the three or four great pianists of the world. 
His execution throughout was marked by the 
gteatest delicacy and finesse, and was highly 
characteristic ofthe man. His style as com- 
pared with that of Rubenstein, Rosenthal and 
some other eminent musicians is characterized 
by perfect finish, the delicate expression 
of fine shades of difference in notes 
and absolute faithfulness to the conception of 
the composer. The concert was divided into 
six parts, consisting of selections from the 
works of Mozart, Beethoven, Raff, Chopin 
and Liszt, Von Bulow’s fondness for 
Beethoven being exemplified by two 
parts being devoted to the interpretation of 
his works. Throughout the pianist endeav- 
ored to carry out the motif ofthe composer, 
and not what he thought his wotif should 
have been. Accuracy ratber than sympathy 
was the main characteristic 
the performance and delicacy 
than force. There Were none 
the thunderous effects so characteristic of 
Ru bensteim,and Von Bulow would never have 
been awarded the prize by the Turkish Sul- 
tan, who chose his court musician 
from a number of competitors, on 
the ground that during his per- 
formance he perspired more coplously 
than any of his rivals. The audience was 
thoroughly in touch with the performer 
and was wild with enthusiasm. A marked 
example of Von Bulow’s devotion to his art 
was given in his choice of Entertainment 
Hall as the place for the per- 
formance. The Grandad Music Hall ‘had 
originally been selected, but on learning its 
dimensions Von Bulow directed that a change 
should be made, as he believed that some of 
his most delicate effects would be lost in so 
large aroom. in vain it was represented to 
him that he could fill the hall, he remained 
firin, and at a very considerable pecuniary 
sacrifice selected the smaller hall in the inter- 
est of his art.

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LIVES LOST AT A FIRE, 


TERRIBLE FXPLOSION AT THE UNICORN 
SILK FACTORY IN CATASUQUA, PA- 


Four Men Caught Under the Cra mbling 
Wallis and Killed—General Fatally asd 
Many Painfully Injured—The Dangerous 
Task of a Volunteer Fire Department— 


CaTasvQva, Pa., April 24.—Aaté6 o'clock this 
morning fre was discovered in the large new 
building owned and occupied by the Unicora 
Silk Manufacturing Co. of New York City, with 
offices at 33 and 35 Green street. An alarm 
was quickly sounded, but owing to the hour 
the fire companies, which are composed of 
volunteer workingmen from the different 
furnaces, factories and milis, were under the 
impression that the whisties, as usual, were 
calling them to their day’s work, and did not 
respond uptil tne fire had a headway 
of abouts twenty minutes. Upon their 
arrival at the scene of the conflagra- 
tion considerable difficulty was experienced 
in securing water for the fre engines, as the 
mill was built on the bluff overlooking the 
Lehigh Coal & Navigation Co.’s canal and the 
Lehigh River, half a mile fromtown, They 
ran their engines down a hill on the other 
side to the canal and soon had two streams of 
water on the Dullding, which was by this time 
a mass of fames. in spite of the intense heat 
the brave firemen worked like beavers in the 
hopes of saving the store-rooms and engine- 
houses and here is wherea catastrophe took 

lace which has thrown this quiet town into 
4 state of excitement and cast 
a gloom over the entire neighborhood. 
While the firemen and employes were work- 
ing hard tocontrol the fire, an explosion of 
vitriol and other acids took place, and before 
the firemen could escape several of their num- 
ber were caught by the falling walls and many 
were injured by fiying debris.

THIS WILL INCLUDB 
the agriculturists of the corn and wheat 
belts, all steamboatmen, and all barge lifes. 
In the second place a numberof scieuntitic 
men will be present, who will give their views 
of the best methods of making improvements 
that will be not only permanent but lasting. 
In the third place steps will be taken to meet 
the opposition of the railroad interest to any 
well conceived scheme for permanent and 
effective improvement of the channel of the 
river. This opposition has during the past two 
or three years grown: to be peculiarly 
virulent and bitter, although it bas to a great 
extent been dieguised. The competition for 
the transatlantic traffic in cereals between the 
river and rail routes was, however, sharper 
than ever during the last few years, and itis 
well known that the influence of the railroads 
has been thrown against any appropriations 
that would tend to render the Mississippi 
navigable at any stage of water, and this 
necessitated a great reduction of rallroad 
rates oran_jmmense ioss of traffic.

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IDLE WAGE- WORKERS. 


NUMEROUS TRADES TO GO ON STRIKE IN 
CHICAGO ON MAY 1- 


Careful Estimates Place the Number of 
Prospective Strikers at Nearly a Quarter 
of a Million Mes, Women and Children— 
The United States Express Co.'s Propesed 
Cut—Gas- Works Men on a Strike. 


CHICAGO, Ill., April 2%.—The striking car 
penters say the strike will probably iasta 
couple of months. The merebants and busi- 
ness men are greatly put out over the present 
state of affairs, and they do not know just 


whattodo. In consequence of the failure to 
complete the new buildings in course of 
construction, many merchants are compelied 
to remain in their old quarters ata higher 
rent, thus causing much dissatisfaction. It 
is expected thatthe strike will last until the 
new boss carpenters’ organization, which is 
now being formed, is able to employ seven- 
eighths of the strikers. The lock-out is the 
most complete one which has ever oceurred 
in Chicago. d 

Reports from various parts of the city show 
that no building work of any,;importance is be- 
ing done. Itisthe opinion of capitalists as 
well as labor leaders that May 1 will find Obi- 
cago in the midst of one of the greatest strikes 
ever experienced here. The demand for eight 
hours will be almost universal, while the em- 
pjovers in the different trades are ail seem- 
ingly determined not to grant the demand. The 
carpenters’ strike seems as far from @ termin- 
ation as onthe day the men went out. The 
gasfitters and harness-makers go out Mon- 
day, the brickmakers are now out with no 
assurance of a speedy termination of their 
strike and these, with the 15,000 stockyards 
employes who are determined to get eight 
hours or quit, makes a total of about 27,000 
men who will, from present indications, be 
striking on May 1. Should such a general 
movement be made, innumerable branches of 
labor and Industries of less proportions will 
follow in the wake of the great outbreak and 
business {® Chicago will be all but paralyzed, 
while fully 50,000 men will be idle. Considera- 
bie elation was felt at the carpenters’ head- 
guarters this morning over the signal defeat 
Of the attempt made by one of the contractors 
‘to import workmen. The contractor, George 
Fuller, brought seven men from Milwaukee 
last night, who, upon reaching this city, were 
met by acommittee of strikers and straight- 
way joined the union. This morning they 
claim that Mr. Fuller has some of their tools 
in his pO@ssession and announced their inten- 
tion to demand that they be returned to them 
at once. 
A SOCIALIST’S ESTIMATES. 

Joseph Gvruenhut, who has long held a 
prominent place among the Socialistic labor 
agitators of this city, and who Is now Tene- 
ment-house Inspector and Statistician of the 
Health Department, has complied a table 
of figures of the number of laboring 
people in this city who will either strike for 
eight hours on the Ist of May, or be made idle 
by strikes in collateral industries on which 
they depend. According to this table the 
number of wage-workers, male and female, 
who will not be at work at that time reaches 
the surprising aggregate of about 223,000. This 
calculation, too, covers only the city as it 
was previous to last year’s annexatiog of the 
Town of Lake, Hyde Purk, Lakeview, Cicero 
and Jefferson. The importance of this state- 

be apparent’ when it its 
Town of Lake alone 
contains 85 , 000 people directly af- 
fected by the strike now contemplated. 
The report shows the number of employes, 
male and female, who are affected by the 
eight-hour movement to be as followa: Fuel 
and light, 3,620; drugs, 3,361; transportation, 
43,409; printing and publishing, 14,749: finan- 
cial, renting, etc., 7,211; leather and leather 
goods, 6,057; building trades, 27,727; wooden 
material goods, etc., 26,918; food and drink, 
26,841; textiles, 24,128; metals, minerals and 
chemicals, 39,873. 

Ot this great aggregate 109,144 are males and 
23,650 females. The number of firms involved 
is 11,527. 


The Unired States Express Employes, 


CuicaGo, Ill., April 24.—The Zimes says: ‘‘It 
was confidently stated last night that all 
fears ofa general strike by the employes of 
the United States Express Co. were ground- 
less. In this both the men and the officials of 


the company agreed, but both parties stren- 
uously refused to give the reason for their 
nussourance. This will be made public 
at the meeting of the employes next 
Sunday. The committee appointed by 
the employes last Sunday waited 
upon General Manager Crosby yesterday at 3 
o’cloek and hela a conference with him for 
about two hours. A written protest against 
the cut in salaries to take place on May 1 was 
filed by the men. Whether or not he con- 
sented in behalf of the company to appoint an 
arbitration committee. he would not admit. 
Hie reiterated his assurances, however, of an 
amicabie settlement of the grievances of the 
men. Themen, on the other hand, refumed 
to talk on the ground that Mr. Crosby had 
specially urged them not to.’’ 


The Chicago Stair Builders. 


CHICAGO, Ill., April 24.—The Stair Builders’ 
Union held a meeting last night, at which it 
was decided to strike for eight hours asa 
day’s work on May 1. The Union has about 
800 members. 

The Unien Pacific Men. 


Boston, Mass., April 24.— A Journal special 
from Cheyenne says: ‘‘A conference has been 
called to considerthe demands of the Union 
Pacific trainmen for an increase and that 
nearly all of the officials are now at Cheyenne. 
The train men are determined and if some 
solution is not reached to-day a strike will 
ensue, taking in the Denver, Texas & Fort 
Worth, the Oregon Short Line, Kansas Facifiv 
and Union Pacifie. 


Gas Werks Men Strike.

THE PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS. 


Anselmo Morago, the Delegate From Chill, 
Says It Was a Failure. 


Fr Telecravh to the POsST-DIspaTor. 

CHICAGO, lll., April 24.—Anselmo Morago, 
who represented Chill at the Pan-American 
Congress, arrived at the Grand Pacific last 
evening. He is journeying homeward and 
seems in a hurry to get out of America. 

‘*The Pan-American Congress,’’ he said, 
‘*will not do this country one bitof good. It 
wes a foolish expenditure of Uncle Sam’s 


money, and it might as well have been saved. 
Look at the intended trip through 
the fouth. Just one delegate would have 
gone. We have seen enough ofthis country 
and wantto gethome. We aremore than 
satisfied that the United States does not want 
the trade of the Spanish countries. Some of 
the merchants arein sympathy with us, 
but they are powerless. Your government 
does not want to trade with us, and if we had 
known that eight months ago the invitation to 
look over your industries would never have 
been accepted. To-day the United States 
stands witha massive stone wall around It. 
We see no placeto enter, and we can't 
well tear it down to bring 
goods. The cry of ‘protection’ 
heartily disgusted all of the 
Spanish delegates, and they will be only too 
giad to get home and begin the work of better- 
ing our trade relations with foreign countries. 
We donot ask you to allow manufactured 
goods to enter free of duty. Free trade, in 
every sense of the word, would be injurious 
to the United States and almost as bad as the 
present state. I don’t think that Chili will 
feel quite so friendly to this country after 
this. Uur Government has tuken off all duties 
on all kinds of machinery and every week 
mining machinery from this country is 
shipped to Chili. Wwe don’t 
charged: you a duty, yet when we 
try to send out wool here you shut out our 
trade by ahigh turiff. Weare not going to 
force our trade pon you. We feel sorry that 
the expensive trip overthe United States 
will not be worth 2 cents to the people who so 
royally entertained us, but that is not our 
fault. It lies entirely with your Government. 
Iffmiyour tariff laws had been amended be- 
fore we came then the result would have been 
totally different. We have seen what a grand 
country you have here, but before the Goy- 
ernment gets ready to trade with us itis pos- 
sivle we will have forgotten you.’’

They would not 
consent to the marriage and turned 
him out of Ghe house. The lovers con- 
tinued to meet frequentiy and five weeks 
ago Rosa eloved with Flower. He promised 
to marry her, but he declares that on the ver 
day which was fixed for the ceremony she fell 
sick, and it hed to be postponed. He took a 
furnished room at42 Great Jones street, and 
there they lived together. From the day the 
girl left home she was ill. and was confined to 
bed mostofthe time. Her iover and a friénd 
named Hulda Feltman were in constant at- 
tendance on her. The disease which attacked 
her was rapid consumption. At midnight last 
night she fainted, and within a quarter of an 
hour was dead, Flower solemnly asserts that 
he wished to make her his wife, and that be 
was only waiting tillehe was sufficiently re- 
covered for the marriage to be performed. 
She died in his arms.

AFTER MANY YEARS. 


THE STARTLING DISCOVERY MADE BY MES. 
ISAACSEN, A DESERTED WIFE- 


Her Husband Quietly Divorced From Her in 
1861—Preceedings in a New York Court 
Bring te Light a Story stranger Than 
Fiction—Mr, Isaacsen’s Scheme to Get 
Rid of His Faithful Spouse, 


By Telegravh to the PosT-DIsPpaTou. 

New York, April 24.—A motion will be 
made in the Court of Common Pleas next 
Monday which will bring to light a strange 
story, and one which, if true, will give fic- 
tion a back heel throw and lay it on its back. 
Mrs. Catherine Isaacsen will move to have 
the decree of divorce obtained by her hus- 
band, Adolph Isaacsen, set aside, and the 
proceedings reopened onthe ground of con- 
spiracy and fraud. Not the least extraor- 
dinary feature of this case is that 
the divorce was granted in 1861, 
and yet the present petitioner 
declares and swears that she knew néthing 
about it until ashorttimeage, Twenty-eight 
years divorced and she never knewit. The 
plaintiffin the case is a woman well on the 
road to 60 years. She lives ina squalid little 
garret at No. 178 Bleecker street. Intne affi- 
davit accompanying her motion she swears 
that in the year 1857, at No. 128 Greenwich 
avenue in the house of Mrs. Anna 
Horn, she was married to Adolph Isaacsen, 
and up to November, 1860, they lived 
together happily. She was a Russian who 
had been only a short time in this country 
and she was not conversant with the English 
language. Aboutthattime her husband in- 
sisted on getting aservant to help her with 
the housework, as she was in delicate health, 
and the woman he hired against her protest 
was Mrs. Morris Steinhardt. Immediately 
after the arrival of the latter, she says, her 
husband changed from the kind 
and affectionate man he bad been 
and became neglectful, crueland abusive. 
The aflidavit tells of insults offered by the 
husband, some of whieh willnot bear repeti- 
tion in print. Finally the husband brought 
home to dinner a stranger to her, who seemed 
to be on terms of great intimacy both with 
Mrs. Steinhardt and her husband. 

THE PLOT. 

‘*My husband,’’ the affidavit says, ‘‘tried to 
throw the Russian in my company as much as 
possible, and did his utmost to establish a 
familiarity between us. On the morning of 
the 8d of January, 1861, my husband packed 
up his things suddenly and said 
that he was going to Albany anda 
would remain there some time and would not 
return for several days. That evening from 
5to9o’clock Iwas in the parior witha Mrs. 
Rogers, who was the landlady of the house. 
At9o’clock Il and Mrs. Rogers retired. Her 
room adjoins mine, and asthere was a half- 
giass, half-wooden partition between them I 
could see into her room and she into my 
room. lhearda knock at mydoor, and re- 
calling the fact that Mrs. Rogers 
had said my husband was not going to 
Albany, Ithought that hehad changed his 
mind and had come back. So I opened the 
door slightly and saw that it was the Russian. 
Everything that Mrs. Rogerstold me flashed 
through my mind, and I tried to close and 
lock the door, butthe Russian put his shoe 
through the frame of the doorand the door 
itself. He threw his welght against it and 
threw the door open with such force that my 
right wrist was badly sprained, He entered 


the room, closed the door and stood with his 
back against it, I ordered him to leave 
the room, but he only laughed atme. Then I 
tried to get out, but as he stood with his back 
against thedoor he would not permit me to 
leave the room. Ithen told him that the 
landlady’s room was next door and that I 
would scream, and althougb he was 4a friend 
of wy Lusband’s, have him thrown out of the 
house. 
INSULT AND INJURY. . 

‘Just then 1 heard a great noise as of men 
running upstairs, the glass of my door was 
smashed over the head of the Russian, the 
door being unlocked, yielded 
to the force d in 
bounded my husband large 
new whip. He did not say asingle word nor 
ask for any explanation, neither did he notice 
the Russian. He caught me by my hair, 
threw me down and began to lash and cut my 
face, neck and shoulders with the whip, cut- 
ting me most frightfully. Then he began to 
kick me and stamp on me.’’ 

Mrs. Isaacsen related how a Mr. Levy called 
on her in the guise of a friend of her husband 
and, stating that the latter wished to be rec- 
onciled, persuaded her to sign some document. 
She could not read the writing on the paper, 
she says, and took Mr. Levy’s word that it 
was allright and that it was the only means 
by which she could get ber husband back and 
keep outof prison. It was only an order for 
furniture, he said. After this, she says, her 
husband had always refused to recognize her 
im any way. 

‘*It was not until last June,’’ she says, 
‘when I had him arrested and he was ar- 
raigned before Judge Duggy that I became 
aware that he had secured a divorce from me. 
He has married this woman, Mrs. Steinhardt, 
who has been the author of all my misfor- 
tunes and biasted life. This woman has a 
lawful husband living by the name of Morris 
Steinhardt, residing in New York.*’ 

In supporting her statement Mrs. Isaacsen 
produced several affidavits.

ENDED HIS LIFE, 


ATTEMPT TO 
KILL HIS WIFE- 


A Tragedy This Morning in a Tenement 
on North Eighth Street—George Beck- 


Some Fortune-Making Patent—A Short 
Reunion After Much Domestic Trouble. 


In a dingy little room in the rear of the tene- 
meant house at 815 North Eighth street George 
Beckman this morning folled his wife with a 
heavy hammer and then took his own life. 
Neighbors called in by the commotion found 
the woman senseless and Beckman dead. 
Beckman wagawmachbinist by trade and a 
crank on patents. To this mania the tragedy 
of to-day may be attributed. The couple were 
married in New York City ten years ago, emi- 
grating together from Germany and 
joining their fortunes as soon 
as the new land and home was 
reached, their courtship having been vigor- 
ously prosecuted on shipbourd. Beckman 
was ten years older than his wfeand accora- 
ing to her statement was for a while insanely 
jealous. He had learned the machinist trade 
in the old country and soon obtained work in 
thecar shops at Patterson, N. J. He made 
good wages but saved nothing. He was 
4 CRANK ON PATENTS 
and spent his spare time and savings working 
on some improbable scheme and turning out 
modeis the worthiessness of which subjected 
him to the- unceasing derision of his more 
practical companions. He first made a com- 
bination folding-trunk, then a patent bea- 
spring, a car-coupler, of course, and 
little devices which he planned 
to attach to machines of every 
nature. Of patent locks he had a score, and 
he was constantly laboring to improve every 
article of domestic use. He never made any- 
thing of value, but was patient and persist- 
ent. 

Two years ago he heard that work was 
plenty and wages high in San Francisco. To 
the Pacific slope he moved his family, only 
to find that he had been misled. 
Half of his time he was out of work. 


Finally Mrs. Beckman could no longer endure 
the life she was leading. Last June she took 
her two children, little girls, now 3and7 years 
of age, and 
CAMZ TO 6T. LOUIS, 

she having distant relatives in this city. She 
rented three smallrooms inthe rear of the 
tenement bouse at 815 North Eighth street and 
supported her little ones by doing janitor 
work in the Central uilding, Sixth 
and Locust streets. In August Beckman fol- 
lowed her, but they did not live together. 
The husband has since done odd jobs in the 
city shops. He never made enough to sup- 

ort himself and carry on his patent schemes, 

owever, and frequently called on his wife 
for assistance. 

Two days that it 
would be for them to again 
live together, and Beckman took 
up his abode in the rooms rented by his wife. 
They got slong fairly well until this morning. 
At 5:30 o’ clock Mrs. Beckman rose and put on 
her clothes. ¢She usually started to her work 
at that hour and being late did not even wait 
to get a bite of breakfast. As she was leaving 
the room Beckman awoke. Seeing his wife 
with her hat and shawl on he asked her 
where she was going to. She told him that 
she was going to work. Beekman insisted 
thatshe wait and make him a cup of coffee 
before she went. She refused, telling him it 
was even then past the time when she was 
required to dust out the offices. The rest can 
best be told in Mrs. Beckman’s own words. 
She says: 

‘‘I thought no more of the matter and was 
almost out of the back door when I hearda 
step behind me. Turning,l recelved a terrible 
blow on the right temple and 

FELL DOWN SENSELESS. 

‘*‘How long Llay on the floor I don’t know. 
When I came to it was to find a pool 
of blood under my head. I raised 
up on my hands and knees 
and started to crawl toward the cistern in the 
rear of the house to wash off my head when I 
heard a shot behind me and caught sight of 
the body of my husband as he fell to the floor. 
Then I fainted dead away and did not recover 
consciousness until the arrival 
man, who had been called in by some of the 
neighbors.’’ 

Mrs. Beckman is not seriously hurt. She 
has a slight scalp wound over her right tem- 
ple and is quite faint from the loss of blood. 
She has no bard feelings against her deceased 
husband, saying that bis mind was undoubt- 
edly deranged from worrying over some of his 
patent appliances. Shegays he never drank 
and was only improvident. 

Beckman was about 42 years of age. He 
undoubtedly died instantly, as the ball froma 
88-caliber revolver entered his head in the 
right temple. His body has been removed to 
the Morgue, while the reyolver with which he 
ended bis own days and the bloody hammer 
with which he endeavored to kill his wife are 
in the bandsof Coroner Frank. An inquest 
will be held some time this afternoon.

A WIFE’S UNDUE INFLUENCE, 


Surrogate Ransom’s Decision in the Debaun 
Will Case. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaATcmt. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—A case which very 
fully demonstrated how a wife induced ner 
husband to makea willin her favor, almost 
to the entire exclusion of his children, has 
just been decided by Surrogate Ransom, who 
is compelled to admit the will to probate, be- 
cause the children could not gustain their 
charge of undue influence. The case in ques- 


tion is the contest over the will of Houseman 
Debaun, who dfedinthis city in July, 1887, 
at the age of 6 years, leaving 
an estate vained at’about $25,000 to his 
second wife, Josephine, with the exception 
of $100 each to his sons, Charles and Edwain 
Debaun. The latter isnowa practicing Phy- 
sician in this city, and is 28 years old. Charies 
is about 31 years old ,but has been an imbecile 
from his birth. They are children of the first 
Mrs. Debaun. Debaun was first married in 
1864, and with his wife lived on a farm in 
tHiackensack, N. J., in which bis mother had a 
life interest. His wife separated from him in 
1868, taking with herthetwo boys, and sup- 
ported them until the young son was licensed 
as ai physician. To maintain herself 
she studied medicine and for sixteen years 
has been following her profession in this city. 
Four years after she separated from Debaun 
she obtained an absolute divorce from him in 
Rhode Island upon the ground of non-sup- 
port, and a year later married again. Aftera 
courtship of over two years Debaun, in 1877, 
married Alrs. Josephine A. Vreeland. It was 
her fourth matrimonial venture, and the out- 
come of her three previous experiences was 
one divorce. From her third husband she 
became possessed of an estate valued 
at nearly $50,000. They lived In New Jersey 
until 1886, when they came to this city. In 
September, 1880, they made mutual wills, and 
by her willhe was made sole iegatee. His 
widow, however, survived him only afew 
months, dying chilaless, at the ageof 5. A 
contest over their father’s wiil was instituted 
in behalfof the two sons, the main point of 
the contest being that it had been procured by 
fraud and undue influence. In deciding the 
case the Surrogate has written an elaborate 
opinion regarding the power which his seo- 
ond wife seemed to have over Debaun. 

‘*t is seldom,’’ he says, ‘‘that the usual re- 
lations of husband and wife are so compietely 
reversed as isshown bythe evidence in this 
ease. She was coarse, selfish, exacting, was 
indifferent to her own kindred and possessed 
Ofan unyielding will. The decedent was in- 
troduced to her as aman of wealth. Duringa 
courtship that extended over two years he 
observed in her such perverse character- 
istics that meariy at the hour appointed 
for the wedding, he was depressed in 
spirits and was reluctant to marry, and 
would not have done so if a friend to whom he 
confided bis feelings bad not urged him. From 
the beginning of their married life her will 
seems to have controlled in all her relations 
withthe husband. Inail important matters 
bis free agency seems to bave been overcome. 
fhough pet names were publicly used be- 
tween them it had become s0 much a matter 
of habit as to have no significance,for the tes- 
timony shows scarce any declarations of af- 
fection on the part of the hasband forthe 
wife, and nearly all ‘his statements are 
strong évidence that none existed. The case 
ig @auaily barren of declarations of the wife's 
love forthe husband.’’ The Surrogate says 
he has novertried a caso where a husband 
wasso completely under the domination of 
his wife, but he submitted to her understand- 
ingly. and in the hope that he might profit by 
it. here is no ground, therefore, on which 
the Surrogate could set aside the will.

THE CLAYTON MURDER, 


Gev. Eagle Said to Have Discovered the 
Assassin. 


Fv Telegravh to the Post-Dtapaton. 

LITTLE ROCK, Arx., April 24.—Not untiLyes- 
terday was itknown that the Executive De- 
partment of this State had any direct informa- 
tion concerning the identity of J. M. Clayton’s 
asssassin. Itwas made known through Mr. 
Breckenridge at Washington in an interview 
in whieh he asserts that the time has arrived 
when the Governor of Arkansas should 
remove the sealof secrecy from his opera- 
tions. Ithas been learned from a reliable 
source that Gov. Eagle has collected through 
a private detective agency evidence which it 


is claimed will convict the assassin, who 
is known. Gov. Eagle refuses to make any 
statement concerning the evidence he has 
secured, and no part oO it =eoillll 
be made public until the whole 
is submitted to the Congressional 
investigating committee. Itis said that the 
proof will show the crime was commit- 
ted by a man who mistook John M. 
Clayton for ex-Gov. Powell Clayton, and 
believed he was avenging the death of 
a relative who was killed while Powell Clay- 
ton was Governor. It is ciaimed that at a 
proper time a satisfactory explanation will be 
made why the assassin is not now in the hand 
of the law, the chief reason being that his 
identity has been known only a few days, and 
it has been necessary to his conviction to se- 
cure other évidence of his guilt.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—Senator Tel- 
ler to-day introduced the following bill aga 
substitute for the Jones silver bill now on the 
Senate calendar: 


That any person may deposit at any mint 
or assay office of the United States either gold 
or silver bullion or both in quantities not leas 
than five ounces of gold or eighty 
ounces of silver, and demand and receive 
coin or coin certificates therefor at the rate of 
$1 in coin or certificates for 258-10 grains troy 
weight, of etandard goid, and at the rate of 
$1 in certificates for 412% grains of standard 
silyer. That the coin certificates provided 
for in this act shall be receivable for all taxes 
and dues to the United States of every de- 
scription and shali be a lawful tender for the 
payment of ali debts public and private. 

Sec. 2. That it shall bethe duty of Secretary 
of the Treasury to causea sufficient number 
of coin certificates of the various denomina- 
tions nereby authorized to be prepared and 
distributed among ithe United States deposi- 
tories to enabie them to comply with the pro- 
visions of this act, and the sum of $50,000 is 
hereby appropriated to enable him to pre- 
pare and distribute said certificates. 

Sec. 3—That this act shalltake effect thirty 
days after its passage, the $50,000 appropria- 
tion, however, to be immediately availiable.

Proceedings at the East St. Louis Conven- 
tion This Morning. < 


The convention of coal miners of the South- 
ern Iilinois, or Belleville District, was opened 
yesterday afternoon at Geary’s Hall, in 
East St. Louis. William Scaife, President 


of the Twelfth District Assembly of the United 
Mine Workers of America, called the conven- 
tion to order at 3 o’clock. The business of 
the opening session was the consideration 
of the eight-hour question, the 
appointment of committees, etc. This morn- 
ing’s session commenced the real business of 
the meeting. The report of the Committee on 
Resolutions was the first matter taken up. 
Three resolutions were reported by 
the committee. They were in sub- 
stance as follows: To appoint 
three delegates to a convention to be held 
April 28 in Chicago; to request the National 
Executive Board to assign as many good 
speakers as may be found opsecessary 
to act as organizers at points in this 
district where they may be needed ; 
to invite the coal inine operators 
of Illinois to meet the mine workers in-~ joint 
session atthe Chicago convention April 28. 
The committee is composed of James R. Ed- 
wards, E. R. Kirkpatrick, Joseph E. Betts, F. 
McKeon, ‘theodore Luscher. Their report 
was adopted. 

President Scaife appointed James O’ Rourke, 
J. R. Edwards and Robert Cummings dele- 
gates to the Chicago convention. Mr. Scaife 
is the ex-officio head of the delegation. 

THE WAGE SCALE 

Committee, composed of Hiram Slinger, Isaac 
Griffiths, Douglas Steele, James Haynes, J. 
R. Edwards, George Jones and James 
O'Rourke made a report, to the effect that the 
mines of the Southern Lllinois District will 
stand by the scaie formulated atthe recent 
Columbus convention, the wages for hand 
miners at all mines to be raised to 5642 cents 
per ton, regardless of the prices at present 
paid, which range from 374 to 50 cents; 
that the wages of day workers be 
advanced 25 cents per day; that the 
wages of drivers, cCagers, top-men and 
all mine workers not miners, be given a pro- 
portional advance. This report was also 
adopted. : 

Resolutions were adopted which advocate 
the eight-hour system asthe best remedy for 
the miners’ condition at present obtainable 
and declaring that it ia not intended 
as an arbitrary demand upon the operators. 
The delegate to the convention are unan!i- 
mously in favor of the system, but say they 
do not propose to pusb it at once or in an 
arbitrary manner. From present indications 
they are confident of the ultimate universal 
adoption of the system. 

M. J. Goings of Smithboro, Secretary of the 
convention, said to-day that he had written 
personal letters to hundreds of employers in 
every State, and had found but one, a Kansas 
man, who did not favor the eight-hour day. 
The delegates say that they anticipate no 
trouble in May. They propose

ON TRIAL.

Frank Obear Claiming $10,000 Damages 
From W. Bacon for Failure te Lease 
Seventh and Olive Streets—Justice Smiles 
on the City—The Ferguson Case Con- 
tinued— Legal News and Notes. 


The real estate fraternity to-day has its 
eye on & case being tried before a special jury 
in Oircult Court-room No.1, Frank Obear, 
the real estate agent, is suing William Bacon 
for $10,000 damages forfailure to carry out 
acontract. January 21, 1889, Mr. Obear en- 
tered into a written agreement with Mr. Bacon 
to lease the southeast corner of Seventh and 
Olive streets, with improvements, for ninety- 
nine years at $4,500a year, with the privilege 
of purchasing the property within ten years 
at $90,000. The property fronts 22 feet 
on Olive street and 58 feet on 
Seventh street. The agreement was that Mr. 
Bacon was to execute the lease within ninety 
days. A few days before the expiration of 
that time Mr. Obear called on Mr. Bacon and 
proffered one-quarter’s yearly rent and 
asked for the lease. Mr. Bacon refused 
to carry out the contract, saying 
that he would not lease the property 
to an irresponsible party. Mr. Obear said he 
would hold Mr. Bacon to the contract and 
entered suit, claiming to be damaged to the 
extent of $10,000 as he had gone to considera- 
ble expense in baving elaborate plans made 
for 

AN EIGHT STORY BUILDING 
to be erected on the corner, and received sev- 
eral conditional contracts for building it, and 
several conditional agreements from parties 
to rent three or four floors of the building. 
Jefferson Chandler appears for Mr. Obear, 
and Henry Hitchcock and Given Campbell for 
Mr. Bacon. During the day a largo 
number of attorneys called in and 


remained afew moments to listen to the evi- 
dence. The question involved is of interest to 
the fraternity, as it will decide whether an 
agent or any ane else cau be damaged in fact 
when an agreement of the king has not been 
carried out and when the woul e lessee had 
made no contracts with the other 
parties to rent the property or 
proposed improvements. To show 
that Mr. Obear has been damaged and Mr. 
Uogan was summoned asa witness. He has 
leased that quarter of the block from the 
southwest corner of Seventh and Olive streets 
to Pool ailey, and though he pays a handsome 
rental for several pieces of property in the 
block, be does not lose on the investment, 


A Lucky Municipality. 


Justice seems to have a kindly eye forthe 
city of St. Louisin all its cases pending be- 
fore the Circuit Court. During the past 
month its attorney, Mr. Leyerett Bell, 


has compromised a number of damage 
suits at very fair figures where citizens 
broke limbs on poorly paved sidewalks, or 
fell intothe river off dump boats. The city 
also won its Union Market case against the 
stall-keepers ang cleaned the sidewalk of 
their goods. The latest favor Justice has ex- 
tended it was granted to-day when Jbdge 
Withrow refused to grant an  injunce- 
tion against the city to pre- 
vent it from renting the street 
on North Broadway to hucksters and farmers. 
Schapp Bros. & Co. and Chas. Lewedag & Co., 
commission mercbants, on North Broadway 
between Morgan and Wash streets, objected 
to the hucksters taking up the streets in front 
of their stores,and when the City Comptroller 
wasabout to rent the street April 1 these 
mentioned secured a temporary 
restraining order and prevented the city from 
renting it.

HOW TO PROLONG LIFE. 


INTERESTING PAPERS AND DISCUSSIONS 
ON LONGEVITY AND DIET- 


The Missouri Hom@eépaths Concluding 
Their Conventieon—Hints as. to Exercise 
and Food—To-Daf's Session Given Over 
to Very Practical and Common-Sense 
Matters. 


The members of the Missouri Institute of 
Homeopathy reassembled this morning, this 
being the third and last day of the conven- 
tion. The attendance was not so large as 
yesterday and quite a large proportion of 
members present were ladies. 3 

The proceedings opened by a discussion of 
Dr. A. L. Monroe’s paper on ‘‘Nitric Acid; a 
Much-Neglected Remedy.’’ The debate Was 
quite protracted and was taken part in by 
Drs. W. E. Green, A. ©. Jones, W. B. Morgan, 
J. T. Thateher, I. D. Foulon, W. B. Clark of 
Indianapolis, J. C. Bennett of Kansas City 
and T. G. Roberts of Washington, Io. 

The President read a paper prepared by 
Dr. John ©. Morgan of Philadelphia, on 
‘*Some Special Uses of Aconite,’’ which was 
followed by a discussion on the different 
symptoms indicating aconite, arsenicum and 
belladonna. Some members confessed to 
being frequently baffied ky thetwo former, 
while others said that the symptoms in aconite 
and beHadonna were most bewildering. 

Dr. George M, Ockford of Lexington, Ky., 
had promised to attend and reada paper on 
**Sanitary Lessons from La Grippe.’’ Being 
unable to get to 8t: Louis, be had malled his 
paper, which was read by the President of the 
Sanitary Science Section. Dr. Ockford traced 
the history of the ancient plagues and epi- 
demics,ana said that the fire of London in the 
seventeenth century dispelled the old illu- 
sion thatthe plague was unavoidable. That 
fire involved London in enormous pecuniary 
loss, but it proved a blessing by stamping 
out disease, and upon. the ruins 
it lett behina there was built 
upaéanitary system which had since been 
improved until it was now the very finest in 
the world. Old world epidemics were 
largely the resuit of the accumulations of 
fiith forages. Similar conditions did not ex- 
ist in America, and hence such calamities as 
Asiatic cholera and yeliow fever had only ex- 
isted in confined areas. 

EPIDEMICS OF INFLUENZA 
had visited the United States occasionally, 
but from the cause he had mentioned they 
had not produced very great fatal- 


ities and people had begun to. think 
that the country had a special exemption 
in regard to the scourge. Thisideraof secur- 
ity had, however, been rudely swept aside by 
the recent epidemic, which had been ex- 
ceptionally fatal in its effects, considering the 
short time it prevailed. The disease was at- 
tributed to atmospheric causes, but for all 
that it mast be placed in the zymotic ciass. 

It originated in Russia, nominally in conse- 
quence of a sudden rise in teinperature, but 
largely owing tothe lack of sanitary regula- 
tions, which, unfortunately, outside autbori- 
ties could not enforce. As it 
traversed Europe its effects were most 
severely felt.in Paris, which city had been 
crowded the year before without having the 
necessary sanitary accommodation for the 
thousands who sojourned in the city. In 
London, onthe other hand, where the san!- 
tary provisions were good, the epidemic was 
practically stight and the effects not exces- 
sive. Thetwocities formed excellent types 
and the rule would apply all the world over. 
The greater the sanitary precautior “the less 
had the grip taken hold, and this ‘as the 
great lesson to be derived from thee} -*mic.

to pay a forfeit of $1,000 per day if 
there is any further delay. The 
company, its representatives say, 
will be ready, and that the evening of May 1 
will see every one of the 1,582 arc lights In full 
operation. The inspection is going on ata 
Satisfactory rate. and most of the circuits 
have, thus far, been found in good condition. 
The work, so far as the stringing of wires end 
placing of lamps are concerned, is com- 
pleted, but Supervisor Matilack will not 
recommend the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to give its approval to the work until 
the specifications ofthe contract afe carried 
Outin detail. When he findsalinein such 
shape as to be a menace to life or prop- 
erty he very properly orders it 
changed. He hasinsisted also on the 
company’s arranging its wires 
so as notto interfere witn the lines ofthe 
telephone and telegraph companies. The 
telephone service, electricians say, is bound

The Municipal company bas been testing 
its circuits nightly for the past 
two weeks and on Saturday evening 
next Suprintendent Ayer contemplates start- 
Ping all the dynamos in operation, which will 
have the effect of lighting ali of its lamps from 
Keokuk street to the northern limits and from 
Union avenue tothe river. This will be done 
if the examination of the wires shows that 
they are in a safe condition for the trial. 

Of the 1,582 lamps, all but 30 are strung over 
streets, the others baving been placed in 
public buildings.

AMUSEMENTS. 


Von Bulow’s Great Reception—Sarasate and 
D’ Albert—Notes. 


That St. Louis is a music-loving city was 
Proved in the most unmistakable manner by 
the audience that assembled to greet Hans 
Von Bulow last night at Entertainment Hall. 
To say that the house was crowded but feebly 
expresses the real condition of matters. Not 
only was every seat taken and every availa- 
ble inch of standing room occupied but the 
stage wae packed from the rear wall 
to the extreme front, scarcely enough 
space being left for the pianist 
and shis instrument, and hundreds 
were turned away from the doors. Every 
seat was sold long before the doors were 
opened, but in spite of the sign that standing 
room Only was Obtainable, the stairway lead- 
ing to the box-office was thronged to such an 
‘extent that the management was obliged 
to suspend the sale of admission tickets until 
those holding reserved-seat coupons had en- 
tered, in orderto avoid & dangerous crush. 
The reception accorded the great pianist was 
at once highly complimentary to him as an 
artist and creditable to St. Louls as a 
musical center. In spite of the 
Gense throng and the uncomfortably 
high temperature of the hall, the pianist held | 
bis audience from the beginning to the end of 
the performance, and every sélection was 
greeted by thunders of applause. Von Bulow 
admirably sustained bis reputation as one of 
the three or four great Pianists of the world. 
His execution throughout was marked by the 
greatest delicacy and finesse, and was highly 
characteristic ofthe man. His style as com- 
pared with that of Rubenstein, Rosenthal and 
some other eminent musicians is characterized 
by perfect finish, the delicate expression 
of fine shades of difference in notes 


and absolute faithfulness to the conception of 
the composer. The concert was divided into 
six parts, consisting of selections from the 
works of Mozart, Beethoven, Raff, Chopin 
and Liszt, Von Bulow’s fondness for 
Beethoven being exemplified by two 
parts being devoted to the interpretation of 
his works. Throughout the pianist endeav- 
ored to carry out the motif ofthe composer, 
and not what he thought his motif should 
have been. Accuracy rather than sympathy 
was the main churacteristic of 
the performance and delicacy rather 
than force, There were none of 
the thunderous effects so characteristic of 
Rubenstein,and Von Bulow would never have 
been awarded the prize by. the Turkish Sul- 
tan, who chose his court musician 
from a number of competitors, on 
the ground that during his per- 
formance he perspired more coplously 
thau any of his rivais. The audienc@ was 
thoroughly in touch with the performer 
and was wild with enthusiasm. A marked 
example of Von Bulow’s devotion to bis art 
was given in his choice of Entertainment 
Hall as the place for the per- 
formance The Granada Music Hall ha 

Originally been selected, but on learning its 
dimensions Von Bulow directed that a change 
should be made, as he believed that some of 
his most delicate effects would be lostin so 
large aroom. In vain it was represented to 
him that he could fill the hall, he remained 
frm, and at a very considerable pecuniary 
sacrifice selected the smaller hall in the inter- 
est of his art.

Four Men Caught Under the Cra mbling 


Wallis and Hilled—General Fatally asd 
Many Painfully Injured—The Vangerous 
Task of a Velunteer Fire Department— 
An Old Mana Burned to Death. 


CaTAsuQuA, Pa., April 24.—Até6 o’clock this 


morning fire was discovered in the large new 
bullding owned and occupied by the Unicorn 
Silk Manufacturing Co. of New York City, with 
offices at 33 and 385 Green street. An alarm 
was quickly sounded, bust owing to the hour 
the fire companies, which are composed of 
volunteer workingmen from 
furnaces, factories and mills, were under the 
impression that the whistles, as usual, were 


the different 


calling them to their day’s work, and did not 
respond until tne fire had a headway 
of about twenty minutes. Upon their 
arrival at the scene of the conflagra- 
tion considerable difficulty was experienced 
in securing water for the fire engines, as the 
mill was built on the bluff overlooking the 
Lehigh Coal & Navigation Co.’s canal and tne 
Lehigh River, half a mile fromtown, They 
ran their engines down a hill on the other 
side to the canal and soon had two streams of 
water on the building, which was by this time 
a mass of flames. in spite of the intense heat 
the brave firemen worked like beavers in the 
hopes of saving the store-rooms and engine- 
houses and here is wherea catastrophe took 
lace which has thrown this quiet town into - 
a state of excitement and cast 
a gloom over the entire neighborhood. 
While the firemen and employes were work- 
ing hard to control the fire, an explosion of 
vitriol and other acids took place, and before 
the firemen could escape several of their num- 
ber were caught by the falling walls and many 
were injured by fiying debris. At this hour 
the- following have been taken from the 
buliding:

CONTROLLING THE FLOOD 


SOME IMPORTANT POINTS TO BE CON- 
SIDERED AT THE RIVER CONVENTION, 


Peculiar Nature of the Meeting te Be Held 
at Vicksbuarg—Ali River Interests United 
—~—Some Questions in Kegard to Levees to 
Be Decided—The Twe Theories Advanced. 


HE convention that is 
to meet at Vicksburg 
in reference to the re- 
cent river floods, and 
the means to be taken 
to prevent their recur- 
rence, will differ ma- 
terially from its pred- 
na ip De 2. ecessors in several 
respects.\ In the first place, ‘it wtil not be so 
closely localized in representation as those 
that have preceded it. Formerly only repre- 
sentatives of the districts immediately af- 
fected took any active parf in the delipera- 
tions and resolutioas, but at the coming gatbh- 
ering neariy all who are interested directly 
or indirectly in river trafiic will have dele- 
gates to speak for them. 
THIS WILL INCLUDE 
the agriculturists of the corn and wheat 
belts, all steamboatmen, and all barge lines. 
In the second place a numberof scientific 
men will be preséat, who will give their views 
of the best metbods of making improvements 
that will be not only permanent but lasting. 
In the third place steps will betaken to meet 
the opposition of the railroad interest to any 
well conceived scheme for permanent and 
effective improvement of the channel of the 
river. This opposition has during the past two 
or three years grown to be peculiarly 
virulent and bitter, although it has toa great 
extent been disguised. The competition for 
the transatlantic traffic in cereals between the 
river and rail routes was, however, sharper 
than ever during the last few years, and itis 
well known that the influence of the railroads 
has been thrown against any appropriations 
that would tend to render the Mississippi 


navigable at any stage of water, and this 
necessitated a great reduction of railroad 
rates oran immense ioss of traffic. One of 
the most interesting and important investi- 
gations that will take place is 
that reference to the ef- 
fects incident to an extended 
system of levees. Members of the Missis- 
sipppi Commission and officers of the corps 
of engineers,who have at different times been 
assigned to duty on the river and tributary 
streams have held various opinions on this 
subject. 
THE GREAT POINT IN CONTROVERSY 
is as to theeffect upon the bottom of the 
river, arising from preventing overfiows and 
confining the water atall timestothe bed of 
the river. Itis urged by those who are notin 
favor of buiiding levees at every point sub- 
an overfiow that floods are 
safety-valve of a stream 
of peculiar character of the 
Mississippi. During bigb water, it is allegea, 
animmense amount of siltis carried by the 
river. This is not eyenly distributed through: 
out, but is mainly confined tothe upper strata 
ofthe water. When an overflow tukes place 
the silt is carried into the adjacent county, 
and them deposited, and the soil thus en- 
riched is the best and most fertiJe to be found 
in the river bottom. According tothe be- 
lievers inthe anti-levee theory, if overflows 
are prevented, theearth held in suspension 
instead of being deposited where it 
will enrich the land, will gradually sink 
to the bottom of the _ river. The 
result will be that the river bed will be stead- 
ily raised until the surface of the water at 
ordinary stages will be as high as the present 
floodmarks.

THE WITNESSES AGAINST JULIUS LEHMANN 
WORK THEIR “FORGETTERIES.’’ 


The Government's Case Seriously Injured 
by Disappearance of Testimony—A De- 
fendant’s Attractive Eye and an Exas- 
perated Court—The Prosecution Finishes 
Ite Testimony in a Naturalization Case, 


The wonderful loss of memory with which 
all witnesses in the naturalization fraud 
cases have been afflicted was shown mark- 
ediy in the trial of Julius Lehmann in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday. The 
Government baving finished the taking of 
William L. Fitzgerald’s teatimony, proceeded 
to examine the persons for whom Lehmann 
had acted as witness, and whom he had as- 
sisted in securing naturalization certificates 
under the section of the law relating 
to the naturalization of persons ar. 
riving in this country three years 
before maturity. Mr. Fitzgerald is deputy 
clerk in the Court of Criminal Correction, 
and was there when the aliens were fraudu- 
lently naturalized. His testimony has been 
taken in all previous trials of cases of this 
sort, but it had never been gotinsuch a good 
shape. So many men were naturalized in the 
Court of Criminal Vorrection at that time, and 
there was such a crowd of witnesses that it 
‘was not possible for Mr. Fitzgerald to remem- 
ber individual witnesses and applicants. He
